AA'e  live  in  Augusta,  w  here  the  eircunistanees 
itook  place,  and  though  we-  were  not  jiersonally 
knowing  to  the  facts,  we  have  had  them  repeatedly 
from  tliose  who  were,  even  from  ids  nearest  neigh¬ 
bors,  who  were  first  to  repair  to  the  spot  where  tlie 
tragical  scene  look  |ilace. 

The  orthodox  account  of  the  matter  always  has 
been  that  Puririgton  was  a  Universalist,  and  that  he 
killed  his  family  to.<end  them  to  heaven.  The  state¬ 
ment  is  not  true ;  it  is  false — w  ickcdly  so.  The 
simple  fact  is  as  follows.  P.  was  a  man  CHinstitu- 
tionally  subject  to  periodical  seasons  of  great  mental 
dejection.  In  these  seasons  he  was  a  miserable 
man.  Every  thing  around  him  was  dressed  in 
deepest  gloom.  AVc  have  all  seen  or  heard  of  such 
men.  They  labor  under  a  species  tif  insanity.  In 
one  of  these  spells,  P.  thinking  that  he  and  his  fami¬ 
ly  must  inevitably  starve  to  death,  in  a  fratitic  mo¬ 
ment  despatched  every  member,  excepting  one  who 
escaped,  and  then  killed  himself,  liis  neigliliors 
to  this  day  give  him  the  character  of  a  very  honest 
and  benevolent  man,  always  exceedingly  kind  to  his 
family ;  hut  he  was  subject  to  the  turns,  tilready 
menlioned.  which  rendered  him  miserable  and  par¬ 
tially  deranged.  His  friends  reasoned  witlihim; 
would  show  liiin  his  nourishing  fields  ol  corn,  grain, 
kc.  but  all  to  no  purpose.  Others  might  raise  crops 
and  live,  hut  his  would  never  come  to  any  thing; 
they  would  blight  and  he  and  his  should  starve  to 
death.  The  act  was  done  in  one  of  the  w  orst  ol 
these  seasotis  of  gloom  and  derangement. 

!  Puriiigton  was  not  a  Universalist,  nor  did  he  com¬ 
mit  the  deed  under  the  influence  of  Universalist  sen- 
|timcnts.  AA'e  know  not  as  he  had 'any  fixed  reli- 
■gions  opinions— if  he  had,  his  neighbors  knew  not 
what  they  were.  He  generally  attended  Calvinis- 
tic  or  Methodist  meetings.  After  he  commiiied  the 
deed,  some  one,  thinking  to  make  a  peeuni  iry  speeu- 
lalion  out  of  the  afl'air,  had  a  tract  printed — as  is 
customary  on  the  death  of  felons,  iic.  in  which,  to 
secure  a  patronage  to  the  work,  as  we  suppose,  the 
writer  set  forth  that  his  hero  was  a  Universtdist. 
This  statement  would  meet  the  approbation  of  the 
orthodox — and  thecoinmunity  was  mostly  orthodox 
then — obtain  a  credit  for  the  work,  and  insure  its 
Side.

P - r,  late  of  A' - n. 

This  gentleman  was  a  ineiidicr  of  the  Mass.  Legis¬ 
lature  lor  several  years  during  the  Revolutionary 
:  AVar,  and  much  distinguished  for  his  teitty,  keen, 
satirical,  and  sometimes  censorious,  remarks. — 
Whenever  he  spoke,  the  House  were  inejiarod  lor 
inirih,  as  he  often  produced  an  extravagant  roar  of 
laughter.  On  Sundays,  however,  he  was  always 
serious,  and  much  employed  among  his  Baptist 
lirethren  in  vocal  jiraying — preaching  and  exhorting. 
He  lived  to  an  old  age,  and  died  about  40  years  ago. 
And  a  little  belbrc  his  death,  on  a  Sunday  noon,  in 
(iiesence  ol  a  number  of  young  ]ieojile,  he  gave  a 
sketch  of  w  iiat  he  called  his  religious  experience ;  as 
nearly  as  can  be  remembered  as  Iblicw  s  ;

I  have  sometimes  wondered  what  arguments,  if  any, 
a  man  would  bring  against  Universalism  who  had  been 
an  intelligent  believer  in  the  same,  and  had  been  con¬ 
verted,  were  stich  a  thing  possible,  to  a  belief  in  Partial- 
ism.  What  would  he — what  could  he  say  in  disprooi 
of  our  explanations  of  tlmse  passages  of  Scripture  com¬ 
monly  (pioted  f<)r  or  against  our  beliitf?  What  could 
he  allege  against  our  views  of  the  unity  of  God’s  cha¬ 
racter,  works,  and  prtivideuce,  and  the  necessary  conse¬ 
quence  thereof?  Uiiiible  to  even  imagine  an  answer 
to  these  queries,  I  was  still  finx-cd  to  the  conclusion  that 
no  man  knowing  what  Universalism  really  is,  oiii  say 
aught  against  it,  as  it  is — hut  if  any  do  forsake  it,  tlicy 
must  either  be  silent  respecting  it,  or  attaedv  it  us  it  is  not. 
This  opinion  has  been  still  more  firmly  established  by  a 
perusal  of  two  letters  in  a  late  Western  llcr-ordcr.
